AIR FORCE RAPPED ON UFO PROBE METHODS - Princeton - A top Air Force 
consultant on UFOS said yesterday that the Air Force does not inves¬ 
tigate UFO sightings thoroughly enough. "None of the thousands of 
cases in the AF files has ever gotten the FBI treatment - every clue 
followed up and every person tracked down." Dr. J. Allen.Hynek told 

200 scientists at Princeton University. "For twenty years, the 

AF has been operating under a hypothesis that since 90 to 95 per 
cent of the objects reported are not really UFO'S, if we try a little 
harder, we can identify the remaining five per cent." "The Air For¬ 
ce's hypothesis is so firmly entrenched that the service reasons, "if 
we know in advance that thorough investigation will show that any re¬ 
ported UFO case will prove to an identified flying object, why waste 
taxpayer's money?" Hynek called this the "Galileo syndrome," Galileo 
discovered sun spots in the 16th. century but couldn't persuade his 
friends to look through the telescope. "They-said that since the 
sun was a symbol of God, it must be perfect. Hence it couldn't have 
spots and it wasn't worth the trouble to look."

He added, "You might think that the AF filed of 12,000 reports are 
well organized, -with cross references and machine-readable data, 
but they aren't. The reports are just pieces of paper. A few years 
ago I proposed a computerized system and was turned down flat."... 
Hynek cited what he considered more reliable than average reports 
of UFOs from the United States sailors and policemen who had radar 
confirmation of their sightings. Hynek"said the reports were not 
intensively investigated by the Air Force, and added, "The word of 
a policeman is usually enough to put you in jail, but he isn't be¬ 
lieved when, her eports a UFO."."I don't speculate on the origin 

of these objects, because I'm afrain to lose by objectivity." How¬ 
ever, he discounted completely the idea that so-called flying sauc¬ 
ers are secret military devices. "First of all, you can't keep a 
secret for 20 years. Second, you don't test secret devices in 75 
countries. And if we had the kind of propulsion system described 
in ufo reports, we wouldn't be using the old-fahsioned method at 
Cape Kenedy.

1967 - Three men were returning 
from a hunting trip. They were traveling on Route #34 and were just 
east of Fort Morgan, when their attention was drawn to what they 
thought was a falling star. The star, or what they knew for certain 
now was NOT a star, continued to fall until it was about to crash 
on the highway - then it leveled off and began to pace the truck in 
which they were riding. For the most part, the 3 men sped along at 
64 MPH; often times they would slow down to only about 30 mph^but 
the strange light continued to pace their vehicle very obligingly 
at'any speed" they chose. The light, which resembled an outdoor mer¬ 
cury light, would pace them either to their right or to their left 
at a distance of 300 to 1,000 yards distance. . When the object would 
cross the highway, it nearly always moved ahead of them - crossed 
the roadway and then permitted the truck to catch up....

Hanford writes through Marian that the Jelly-bag type of Plying 
Saucer creatures "are not really human but sub-human, not Astral 
but Etheric robots. They are governed by others who do not wish to 
be known for their nature is destructive, and they wish to use the 
surface of the earth and colonise it if possible. The JELLY-BAGS 
are sent here to chart, and if possible, to bring back flesh-type 
creatures either animal or human."

Little 
green men seemed, to “be all over-the-place, sitting on the roof, the 
fence, the water barrel. Taylor opened fire on that one and heard 
his bullets ric.cochet away into the dusk. It sounded as though he 
were hitting solid steel! The bullets were effective, to a degree, 
as the little green man was knocked .rolling off the barrel by the 
impact. But, he gust righted himself and floated away, back toward 
the glowing UFO down in the field! Sutton opened up with his shot¬ 
gun, too, and the one-sided gun battle v/ent on for hours, or at 
least until the marksmen ran out. of ammo.

WORLD UFO PROBE SOUGHT BY SOVIETS - MOSCOW ( UPI) - Dr. Feliks 
Zigel, astronomy professor at the Moscow Aviation Institute, has re¬ 
leased findings of a team of Soviet scinetists of sightings of "lum¬ 
inous orange-colored" flying saucers over Russia. He called for 
global investigation of the phenomena. 

The statement by Zigel, issued to the foreign press through the 
News Agency Novosti but not yet circulated domestically, follows rev¬ 
elation of Air Force Major Gen. Porfiry Stolyarov in November that an 
official commission has been established to investigate Unidentified 
flying Objects (UFO). Zigel said the UFO Phenomenon was " a problem 
of prime importance that can be solved only by a joint effort of all 
the scientists of the world." "It is safe to c&aim that the UFO prob¬ 
lem has assumed a global character and therefore calls for global re¬ 
search," he said. Zigel reported that a "big team" of Soviet scient¬ 
ists and specialists has studied 200 reports of sightings - including 
observations by Kazan astronomers and the astronomical station near 
Koslovodsk - of UFOS seen over the Ukraine, Crimea and Caucausus: in 
July, September and October of 1967. 

"The most characteristic type of UFO," wrote Zogel, "is a lumin¬ 
ous orange-colored crescent with a diameter of 15 to 20 degrees of 
arc, flying with its outward curve forward. Its surface is only a 
little duller than that of the moon." 

"The horns of the crescent throw' out jets, sometimes with sparks. 
The outer contour of the crescent is sharp and the inner contour 
blurred and wavy." "A bright flaming disc preceded by a crescent- as 
observed sometimes. Sometimes the crescent is preceded and flanked 
by what look like first magnitude stars which keep at a constant 
distance from the crescent."
